I.  v/ac  pppoiiiloa  by  tlie  I'linifjtcr  of  JKibour  on 
the  sixteenth  day  of  A\i|[nast,  1963  aa  a  I3oj-.rd  of  Inruiry 
under  the  Ontario  Hiuiicn  Ri£;lits  Code  to  ino^uire  into  the 
above  iiicntioned  coi.iplaiiits,     Tiy  ari^anger/icnt  v/itli  the 
parties  the  hearing-  v.'ac  postponed  until  January  15th, 
196^S  and  on  t}iis  date  the  hearin/r  v;a3  held  ±n  the  City 
Hall  in  Ottav.Ti  and  v/as  adjourned,  and  the  hearing-  con- 
tinued in  the  City  hall  in  Ottawa  on  February  15th,  196^1-. 

There  were  tv/o  complaints  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Inquiry .     The  first  v.'a.s  that  of  Iloel  Lor.ier,  which 

complaint  v;as  to  the  effect  that  tlie  City  of  Ottav/a 
used  a  form  of  application  for  employment  v;hich  recaicsted 
information  on  nationi'.lity ,  citizenship,  reli^'ion,  place 
of  birth,  father's  nmio,  father's  place  of  birLh,  motjier's 
jnj'iden  na;::e,  aether's  place  of  Lixth,  uunLrary  uo  one 
Human  Richtc  Code,     T]ie  second  cor.iplaint  v/as  by  A.  AlLm 
Borovoy.     This  v/as  filed  on  the  2Cth  of  r/ecei:,ber,  19u2, 
and  alle{,'ed  that  tlie  form  for  employment  u.sed  by  the 
City  of  Ottawa  expressed  directly  a  specification  as 
to  the  creed,  nationality,  place  of  origin  of  the  appli- 
cant, contrary  to  the  Code. 

At  the  hearin{r  on  January  15th  Her  \/orship 
riayor  Charlotte  V.'hitton  {:ave  evidence  and  filed  a  brief 
explaining!'  the  requirem.eaits  of  the  application  form  for 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and  Controller 
Jones  li]:ev.'ise  c^'ve  evidence  and  filed  a  brief,  h'ov/ever, 

the  city  solicitor  fraiilcly  admitted  at  this  hearing  that 
the  forms  for  cr.plo;^nnent  used  by  tlie  City  of  Ottawa  \/crc 
in  technical  breach  of  the  Hum?}!  Ri|[:"hts  Code. 

Prior  to  the  ope3iin{;  of  the  hcai'in^-  on  JJ^cbrurry  . 
15t}i  I  attc.r.pted  to  concj.lic'tc  the  ryr.ttcr,  jind  as  a 
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rc5:ult  thereof  upon  th'j  hc-ri:;^  V-..L,i^  coixvonid  tho  City

He  then  v;e]it  on  to  uiDhe  a  statement  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Otbav/a  to  the  effect  that  v.'hile  the  City  continues 
to  protest,  and  without  any  prejudice  to  the  City  to  uvlic 
such  protests  to  the  Legislature  by  direct  representations, 
that  the  City  will  undcrtahe  to  adapt  its  application  form 
to  be  in  compliance  with  the  statu.te. 

Mr.  Borovoy,  one  of  the  complainants,  and  as  the 
Director  of  the  Human  Rights  Counittee  of  the  Ontario 
Federation  of  I^abour,  said  that  he  \;as  happy  with  the 
settlement,  but  obscr\''ed  that  probabHy  i.o  po-.p  pv-hfc->ir.  tlie 
difficulty  came  about  beca\ise  of  v.'liat.  the  Ontario  Federation 
of  Labour  thinks  of  as  an  anomo.lou.s  situation  where  the 
Government  of  Ontario  is  immune  to  the  h\iman  llights  Code. 
Alderman  Hcit  e::pressed  himself  as  being  happy  with  the 
outcome  of  the  Inquiry.     Alderman  Dehler  said  that  he  too 
was  pleased  that  a  settlement  had  been  affected  and  that 
there  will  be  a  compli;inco  by  the  City  v/ith  tlie  forms  of 
the  HiUiian  RigOrts  Code,  and  that  he  coicuri^ed  with  the 
observation  of  Alderinaii  Heit. 

It  was  apparent  from  the  submissions  of  the  Mayor 
and  Controller  Jones  that  they  feel  that  some  of  t];e  infor- 
mation reciuired  by  the  present  emplo^ynaent  application  form, 

although  prolrlbited  under  the  Human  Rights  Code,  is  necessary 
to  enable  t]iem  to  make  a  proper  selectjon  of  personnel. 
This  legislation  has  not  been  in  operation  very  long,  axid  lit 
may  very  well  be  that  arising  from  the  e::pcrience  in  tlie
